HAVANA, Dec. 2S.—New Year's day 


will see the beginning of the evacua- 
tion of Cuba by the army of paciflca- 
.ion, which has been in possession of 
the island since the beginning of the 
provisional government, October, 1306. 


The first provisional regiment of ma- 


rines, numbering about 800, which will 
bo. the first to leave, is now concen- 
trating from 
various posts at Camp 


Columbia. About half

John Golden,»thc labor leader, addressing (he ministers of Fall River 


(he olhei day, cautioned thorn against what lie called Christian .socialism. 
Xo doubt Mr. Golden wauled to check the tendency of some ministers to 
fall, in line with (lie socialists on account of the specious theories they 
present with such glilmess. 


The adjective ''(.'hrisliim" prefixed is likely to appeal) lo many of ttiem 


as an indication of the right spirit and a devotion to the. true principles of 
Christianity,, hut (he word is used only as a cloak in this particular case. 
Christian socialism is to all intents and purposes 
the 
same 
as 
plain 


socialism without any of the qunlifyiiig epithets. 


We liavq noticed in (his city Ihe dangerous tendency to which MV. 


Golden directed his remarks, at least one minister having spoken rather 
fnvoinbly of Ihe principles of socialism. Hence the 
following 
warning 


against the danger of socialism is not untimely: 


"The church is facing somewhat of a crisis In what is known 


as Christian socialism, which I believe is a very dangerous one. 
The socialists have fount! it. possible to use the trade union move- 
ment as a tail to their kite. I have fought them and have thwart- 
ed their purposes at every turn. They are now turning to the church. 


"I would warn the ministers of the gospel to 1)0 on their guard. 


In making their fight against this form of socialism they will find 
no more willing allies than the trade unions. 
The greatest, work 


which the churches can perform at this time Is to open the eyes of 
their people to the clangers that confront them from what Is term- 
ed Christian socialism." 


\Mnle we do not Ijelieve (lint the overthrow of socialism is the greatest 


ivoik set before the churches, yet ii should he 
one 
of

funotiuns of the church to oppose this so-called system, for it is .Christian 
onh in name, although its devotees will quote scripture 
in 
its support, 


The double with Christian socialism is that ils advocates have no use for 
Christianity or Christian churches. Were (hey able to do so they would 
abolish Christian chuvchcs altogether unless they turned to 
support (he 


jBociahblit doc.lrincs. 
The socialists claim scriptural authority -for- their 


tlieoij ,ib fo the common .ownership of property. 
That might have been 


applicable among (he early Christians when every Ciirisliiin was a saint, 


Milling to undergo martyrdom'for the cause, but 
unfortunately

nil 


Chnslians are saints nor all socialists Christians. But that is not the worst 
objection to the system. 
Its application would slifie individual ambition, 


would cause all to look to Hie government for support, and the result would 
pio\e as every experiment in that direction h:is proved, 
an 
utter 
and 


monumental failure. Where every man is trying to get all he can and do as 
little as. he can the success of socialism as a system would he impossible. 
Let us hope that nobody will he gulled by socialism wearing (he manlie of 
Chiistmnity. It is a wolf in sheep's clothing.

OUTSIDER 
FOR 
SUPERINTENDENT.

MR. GOLDEN 
ON CHRISTIAN 
SOCIALISM. 


John Goldei), the labor leader, addressing the ministers of Fall Bivcr 


the other day, cautioned them against what he called Christian socialism. 
No doubt >Mr. Golden wanted to check the tendency of some ministers to 
fall in line with the socialists on account o£ the specious theories they 
present with such glibncss. 


The adjective "Christian" prefixed is likely to appeal to many of them 


as an indication of the right spirit and a devotion to the true principles of 
Christianity, but the word is used only as a cloak in this particular case. 
Christian socialism is to all intents and purposes 
the 
same 
as 
plain 


socialism without any o£ the qualifying epithets. 


We have noticed in this eily the dangerous tendency to which Mr. 


Golden directed his remarks, at least one minister having spoken rather 
favorably of the principles of socialism. 
Hence 
the 
following 
warning 


against 'he danger of socialism is not untimely: 


"The church Is facing somewhat of a crisis In what is known 


as Christian socialism, which I believe Is a. very dangerous one. 
Tho socialists have found It possible to use tho trade union move- 
ment as a tail to their kite. I have fought them and have thwart- 
ed their purposes at every jUirn. They are now turning to the chui'ch. 


"I would warn the. ministers of the gospel to he on their guard. 


In making their fight against this form of socialism they will find 
no more willing allies than the trade unions. 
The greatest work 


which the churches can perform at this time Is to open the eyes of 
their people to the dangers that confront them from what Is term- 
ed Christian socialism." 


While we do not believe that the overthrow of socialism is the greatest 


work set before the churches, vet it should ue 
one 
o£ the 
importanl 


functions of the church to oppose this so-called system, for it is Christian 


only in name, although its devotees will quote scripture 
in its 
support 


The trouble with Christian socialism is that ils advocates have no use foi 
Chiislinnity or Christian churches. Were they able to do so they woulc 
abolish Christian churches altogether unless they turned to 
support the 


socialistic doctrines. 
The socialists claim scriptural authority for thcii 


thcoiy as to the common ownership of property. 
That might have been 


applicable among the early Christians when every Christian was a saint 


willing to undergo martyrdom for the cause, but 
unfortunately 
not 
ni 


Christians arevsaints nor all socialists Christians. But that is not the wors 
objection to the system. Its application would stifle individual ambition 


would cause all to look to the government for support, and tho result Woulc 
prove as every experiment in that direction has proved, an 
utter am 


'monumental failure. Where every man is trying to get all he can and do a 
little as he can the success of socialism as :i system would be impossible 
Let us hope that nobody will he gulled by socialism wearing the mantle o
